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TOWNHOUSES  POSSIBLE  SOLUTION

The  priority  for  the 
construction  of  Erindale 
College  is  given  to 
academic  facilities  and 
there  is  no  provision  in  the 
building  plans  for 
permanent  residences  until 
1972. 

This  was  the  situation 
as  explained  by  Dean 
Robinson  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Residence  Sub- 
committee of  the  Students' 
Facilities  Committee  on 
Thursday  January  8th. 

The  Dean  feels  that  the 
chances  of  Erindale  getting 
the  necessary  $3  million  to 
start  construction  on 
residences  in  the  present 
situation  are  slight. 

The  College  is  still 
awaiting  approval  from  the 
Committee  on  University 
Affairs  for  the  money 
required  to  begin  the 
second  stage  of  the  new 
buildings  which  includes 
the  library  and  the  meeting 
place.  This  is  expected  in 
April. 

Dean  Robinson  feels 
that  a  further  request  for 
$3  million  now  would  be 
untimely.  After  April  he 
feels  that  the  chances  to 
get  the  money  are  poor. 
Innis  College  have  had 
extreme  difficulty  to  even 
get  a  grant  for  their 
academic  buildings. 

Stanley  Randall  also 
has  just  announced  that  the 
Ontario  Housing 
Corporation  will  not  be 
putting  forth  any  more 
money  for  public  housing, 
until  the  Federal 
Government  pledges  their 
continued  support. 

However,  there  is  a 
possible  way  to  provide 
more    housing    by    building 


townhouses  along  the 
Mississauga  Road. 

A  request  for  $200,000 
could  be  made  in  April  to 
construct  there  townhouses 
which  are  attractive  not 
only  for  their  low  cost  but 
also  for  their  flexibility; 
they  could  become  faculty 
houses  and  m  arried 
students  quarters  when 
residences  are  .  built.  If 
student  demand  was 
inadequate  they  would  not 
become  a  financial  liability 
to  the  College. 

.This  S200.000  would 
build  approximately  15 
units  and  house  90  people 
at  6  each.  If  approved  in 
April,  they  could  be  ready 
for  occupation  in  the  Fall. 

There  will  have  to  be 
some  very  serious 
discussion  of  this  problem 
right  away  for  there  are 
many  questions  in  peoples 
minds. 

Some  fear  that  the 
townhouse  idea  is  just  a 
poor  half-measure.  While 
giving  housing  they  would 
not  lend  the  true  university 
spirit  that  is  found  only  in 
residences  no    reading 

rooms,  no  large  dining 
rooms,  no  libraries,  no 
game  rooms  to  promote 
the  sense  of  community 
and  discussion. 

Some  even  go  so  far  to 
say  that  there  never  will  be 
residences,  either  because 
the  townhouses  will  achieve 
a  measure  of  success  as  an 
alternative  or  because  there 
never  was  to  be  a 
concerted  effort  to  achieve 
residences. 

The  Dean  quite  rightly 
questions  whether  there  is 
a  proper  demand  for 
residences    among    Erindale 


students.  Last  year  with 
4  5  0  students.  120 
expressed  interest  in 
on -cam  pus  housing  and 
only  40  actually  applied 
for  it. 

Finally     what     kind    of 
residence     can     we     build? 
The      average      cost      of 
constructing   a    residence   is 
$3500  per  bed.  Now  at  the, 
current     rate     of     interest  \ 
each     student's     rent     will/ 
have    to    start    at    $280    a// 
year     just      to     cover     the' 
interest.     So     the     average 
residence     at     a     university/ 
today  costs  $1  100  per  yeai 
and    consequently    the   vasl 
majority  of  people  who  live 
there   have   fathers   with   an 
income      of     better      than 
$15,000     per    year.    Can    a 
residence   of  this  type  help 
all    the    students    it    should 
help   and    is   this    the  kind/ 
of     residence     community/ 
that     Erindale     should     b</ 
looking  for'.' 

This  is  an  immediate 
problem  the  request  for  the 
townhouse  money  may  be 
made  in  April.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the 
students  to  express  their 
o  pinion  now  or  be 
co-opted.

atmosphere. 

Having  studied  this,  the

With  this  information, 
the  faculty  and  students 
can  make  a  positive  and 
worthwhile  contribution  to 
the  planning  of  the  college. 
Whether  it  ranges  from  a 
validly  discarded  plan  to 
something  absolutely  new 
nd  revolutionary,  it  can 
only  be  to  the  betterment 
of  the  college.

lan  Hall  and  Bryan 
Jones  brought  their  own 
food  to  the  conference  at 
the  Terra  Cotta  Inn 
because  of  a  principle. 
•They  did  not  wish  to  pay 
the  S8.00  for  the  meals 
and  they  refused  to  accept 
the  S4.00  subsidy  from  the 
S.A.G.E.  funds. 


The  rest  of  the 
seventeen  people  who  went 
to  the  conference  paid  only 
half  of  the  money.  $4.00 
per  person  being  supplied 
by  SAGE. 

Hall  and  Jones  felt  that 
the  Council  had  no  right  to 
use  the  students'  money  to 


hold  a  conference  at -Terra 
Cotta  when  it  could  have 
been  held  at  the  College 
just  as  well  in  their 
opinion. 

Both  made  it  clear  that 
they  had  no  objection  to 
having  the  conference  away 
from  the  school  as  long  as 


it   was   not   /aid  for  out  of 
the  students    pockets 

It  could  have  been 
justified  if  ail  students 
could  benefit,  but  as  this 
was  an  invitation  affair 
every  one  should  have  paid 
their  own  way

"I  don't  care  how  much  money  we  lose  if  we  are 
pleasing  the  100  people  who  attend  the  dances,  if  the 
service  I'm  providing  is  being  used  and  enjoyed;  that,  as 
far  as  I'm  concerned,  is  my  job  " 

This  was  the  Social  Chairman,  Su  Crowe's  comment 
which  was  appended  to  her  report  of  the  last  term's 
dances  I  he  most  startling  item  on  that  report  showed  a 
loss  of  $333.20  on  the  Christmas  Dance,  held  at  Erindale 
on  December  23. 

While  all  the  other  dances  have  lost  money  it  was 
minor  by  comparison.  The  Hallowe'en  Dance  lost  $20  and 
the  dance  on  November  21  lost  $68. 

The  Christmas  Dance  was  by  far  the  most  expensive 
undertaking,  costing  four  times  as  much  as  the  previous 
dances.  The  "Smile",  the  professional  band  from 
Hamilton,  cost  $400  alone.  Unfortunately,  the  attendance 
remained  exactly  the  same  with  1  50  people  putting  in  an 
appearance 

The  Social  Committee  therefore,  plans  to  organize 
dances  for  this  number  of  people  which  are  apparently 
the  same  people  that  come  to  all  the  dances. 

They  have  also  planned  to  only  run  one  bus  to  the 
dance  and  those  who  come  by  bus  will  have  to  get  a  ride 
home,  saving  the  cost  of  late  buses.  Also  the  ticket  puces 
will  become  standardized,  $1.00  per  person,  $2.00  per 
couple  and  will  be  sold  at  the  door.

I've 
been  tossing  off  essays  that 
way  since  Grade  12  and  I 
have  been  rewarded  for  my 
indolence  by  a  string  of 
A's.  This  essay  however, 
refused  to  be  tossed.  I  had 
a  theme  and  an  argument 
all  ready  but  the  process  of 
fitting  them  into  words  and 
then  padding,  stretching, 
confusing,  faking  and 
inflating  those  words  into 
the  required  number  of 
pages  just  seemed  too 
tedious  to  face,  too 
fraudulent  to  stomach.  So 
the  essay  wasn't  written 
and  at  some  point  in  the 
four  hours  spent  staring  at 
a  piece  of  blank  paper  in 
the  library  I  finally 
accepted  what  I  had  long 
suspected;  this  was  no 
place  for  me.  I'd  finally 
found  the  end  of  the  long 
dead-end  alley  I  and  a  lot 
of  you  had  detoured  down. 

During  the  three 
months  I  spent  here  I  was 
sick  with  myself  and  sick 
with  you  too.  In  high 
school  I'd  been  unable  to 
forgive  the  "so-called" 
students  whose  dead  eyes 
and  bored  minds  made  an 
irritating  farce  of  classes; 
after  all.  they  were 
probably  under  some 
compulsion  they  didn't 
really  want  to  be  there,  but 
thought  that  university 
would  be  different.  It 
would  be  a  "community  of 
scholars",  a  throbbing  place 
full  of  stimulating  growth 
of  intellect  and  the 
intoxicating  liquor  of 
living  ideas.  I  think  it  took 
me  about  three  days  in 
September  to  realize  that  I 
had  paid  several  hundred 
dollars  for  the  privilege  of 
spending     another     three 


years  in  Grade  13.  For  two 
years  my  dissatisfaction 
with  high  school  had  been 
modified  by  the  belief  that 
it  would  all  be  different 
and  would  terminate  in 
university,  the  true  seat  of 
learning.  The  truth  was  a 
great  disappointment. 

But,  some  people  will 
say,  "University  only  gives 
you  back  what  you  put 
into  it."  "You  shouldn't 
have  been  satisfied  with 
essays  you  felt  were 
inferior."  In  reply  I  ask, 
"Did  I  pay  my  tuition  in 
order  to  do  at  university 
what  I  could  do  at  any 
library?" 

Remember,  my 
scribbled  last  minute  essays 
were  given  A  grades.  It 
seemed  that  the  professors 
were  almost  pathetically 
appreciative  of  even  the 
shoddiest  original  thought 
or  the  most  half-hearted 
voluntary  effort.  Surely 
five  hundred  dollars  is  too 
much  to  pay  for  that  kind 
of    intellectual    stagnation. 

Classes  and  essays  are 
not  the  purpose  of 
university.  They  are  only 
an  excuse.  The  real  purpose 
of  a  university  is  the 
creation  of  an  atmosphere 
in  which  human  kind's 
heritage  has  meaning,  can 
flourish,  and  will  take  root 
in  the  student's  mind.  It  is 
a  place  in  which  people 
conspire  to  acknowledge 
the  importance  of  ideas 
and  share  a  faith  in  the 
nobility  of  human 
achievement,  errors  and  all. 
At  Erindale  that  heritage, 
so  far  as  I  could  observe  is 
the  worst  kind  of 
pragmatist  playing  a  rather 
dull  game  for  a  degree  and 
material  success.  He  has  no 
more  interest  in  his 
subjects  than  any  high 
school  inmate.  Or,  what  is 
worse,  he  like  myself  had 
simply  stumbled  into 
university  for  want  of  the 
energy  to  do  anything  else. 

This  is  all  unfortunate, 
for  some  professors  and 
some  classes  were  full  of 
potential.  But  what  does 
one  good  class  mean  in  a 
day  full  of  blank  looks, 
carelessness,  coarseness,  and 
vapidity?  Little,  almost 
nothing. 

In  many  ways,  high 
school  was  more 
stimulating  than  university 
for  a  high  school  teacher 
would  sometimes  struggle 
with  a  recalcitrant  class, 
but  the  university 
professor's  common 
attitude  is  to  give  up  and 
just  go  through  a  routine, 
eventually,  the  boredom 
becomes  self-perpetuating, 
the  professor  surely  locked 


in  his*  defensive 
indifference,  the  class 
largely  willing  to  scribble 
notes.  Not  united  by  any 
real  interest  in  the  subject 
or  the  professor,  it  is  not  a 
class,  but  an  arbitrary 
collection  of  individuals 
and  so  in  the  whole 
university  lacking  any  real 
or  even  feigned  interest  in 
ideas  its  inhabitants  are  but 
an  arbitrary  collection 
whose  lack  of  shared 
interest  produces  a  lack  of 
interest  in  each  other  and 
thus  a  profound  alienation 
occurs. 

When  thus  reduced  to 
a  mere  nine  to  five  job 
university  isn't  worth  the 
time,  the  money,  or  the 
effort. 

Let's  face  it,  university 
is  not  for  everyone.  To 
speak  of  universal 
university  education  is  the 
next  best  t  hing  to 
advocating  compulsory 
conformity.  No  matter  how 
a  university  is  structured, 
whether  according  to  my 
ideas,  or  the  way  it  is  now, 
or  some  other  way,  it  is 
going  to  be  valuable  for 
only  a  few  people.  To 
place  a  religious  faith  in  a 
university  education  and 
suppose  it  to  be  almost  a 
prerequisite  for  a  successful 
life  is  a  small  minded  folly. 
I  am  told  that  doors  will 
be  closed  to  'me  if  I  don't 
have  a  degree.  Perhaps 
that's  true  but  it  shouldn't 
be,  so  it  does  no  good  to 
my  integrity  if  I  get  a 
degree.  I  feel  that  three 
more  years  of  what  J've 
experienced  in  the  last 
three  months  will  have 
educated  me  to  just  about 
the  level  I  was  at  the  end 
of  Grade  13,  perhaps  a 
little  less.  And  that's  what 
frightens  me. 

When  one  faces  a 
decision  between  the 
logical  absurdity  of  getting 
a  degree  and  the  desperate 
sanity  of  doing  something 
else,  anything  else,  then 
there  is  no  virtue  in  logic. 

There  are  those  who 
will  say  my  feelings  are  just 
personal  and  not  an 
accurate  reflection  of 
Erindale  itself.  Look 
around  you.  You  know  the 
indifferent,  and  the 
frustrated  professors.  You 
have  spent  hours  in  the 
pointless  classes.  You  have 
faked  the  essays.  Ask 
yourself  what  you  get  from 
coming  here  that  you  can 
get  only  here,  aside  from  a 
degree?  Does  Erindale 
really  come  anywhere  near 
your  idea  of  a  place  of 
learning?
